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THE HANDLING OF MILK

The care of milk around the barn
yard and the home cannot be too
strongly stressed. We note the fol-
lowing paragraph from a bulletin
recently issued by the United States
Department of Agriculture on the
care of milk. We quote the follow-
ing: -

‘““No matter how carefully milk is
handled between the farm and the
home, or in how pure a state it is
delivered at the domestic ice box, it
quickly can become an undesirable
food if ecarelessly handled in the

home. Milk that is left for only a
short time in summer heat may be
come unfit for use.

“‘Milk must be kept cool to pre-
vent the bacteria already in it, and
which may get in by acecident, from
multiplying toa point where the
milk is undesirable.

**Milk should be taken into the
house and putin the refrigerator as
soon after delivery as possible. If
it is impossible to have the bottles
of milk put immediately in the re-

box containing a lump of ice.

“In planning a house, arrange to
have the refrigerator set in the wall
with an opening on the outside. It
is always possible to provide locks
for these boxes, or refrigerator

one key.”’
